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Director's Message 502

It is my privilege to submit the Arizona Depart-
ment of Gaming (ADG) Annual Report for FY2021. 
This report summarizes our work to serve and 

protect the public, including visitors to Arizona, as 
well as our permittees and licensees.

Without a doubt, FY2021 brought with it new and 
exciting changes for ADG. Most notably was the 
largest gambling expansion in over 20 years — The 
signing of the amended Tribal-State Gaming Com-
pacts and the legalization of off-reservation event 
wagering & fantasy sports. 

In April of 2021, Governor Doug Ducey signed House 
Bill 2772 and the amended Tribal-State Gaming Com-
pacts, strengthening the partnership between the 
State and Arizona Tribes while modernizing gaming 
in Arizona. These actions not only legalized a whole 
new slate of casino games for Arizona tribal casinos, 
it directed ADG to adopt rules and act as the prima-
ry regulator and enforcement body for event wager-
ing and fantasy sports throughout the state. 

This was no small task for the Department. Through 
feedback and collaboration from both the public & 
industry stakeholders, ADG was able to efficiently 
and responsibly set up event wagering & fantasy 
sports in less than five months — giving Arizonans 
the chance to responsibly enjoy these games in time 
for the kickoff of the NFL Football season. 

While ADG staff went above and beyond to help set 
up event wagering & fantasy sports on an expedited 
timeline, there were still many other accomplish-
ments to be proud of this year.  

Our Racing Division worked diligently with stake-
holders throughout the state to develop COVID-19 
protcols for the resumption of live racing. This di-
rectly resulted in a sucessful meet this year at Turf 
Paradise, as well as the completion of Arizona 
Down’s first full season of live racing. Additionally, 
Racing Division staff initiated the Healthy Humans, 
Healthy Horses track wellness program, which aims 
to address the growing substance abuse problem at 

Arizona racetracks by supporting racing partici-
pants who may be suffering from the serious iss-
sue of addiction. 

Sanctioned boxing & mixed martial arts events also 
resumed in the state, thanks to the hard work of 
the Boxing & MMA Division. They partnered with 
subject matter experts and industry stakeholders 
to develop COVID-19 protocols, safely allowing 
promoters and unarmed combat athletes to get 
back to work and do what they love. 

Lastly, the Division of Problem Gambling (DPG) 
took steps to help best serve those who may strug-
gle with gambling. In response to COVID-19, DPG 
was able provide online training opportunities 
for contracted problem gambling providers in the 
state and launched a new and improved website 
at problemgambling.az.gov, making it easier than 
ever for those who struggle with gambling to get 
the help they need. 

From safely addressing COVID-19 to implementing 
the largest gambling expansion in over 20 years, 
ADG staff rose to the occasion this fiscal year. 
Thank you to all for making FY2021 a success. ADG 
will continue to strive for its vision of world-class 
gaming regulation for a stronger Arizona.

Event Wagering & 
Fantasy SportsAgency Overview

Established by the Arizona State Legislature in 1995, ADG is the state agency charged with regulating Tribal gaming, 
racing, pari-mutuel/simulcast wagering, unarmed combat sports, and the newly legalized event wagering and fantasy 
sports in the state. ADG also provides and supports prevention, education, and treatment programs for people and 
families affected by problem gambling through its Division of Problem Gambling and 24-hour confidential helpline, 
1-800-NEXT-STEP.

ADG has deployed the Arizona Management System (AMS) to identify process improvement opportunities, develop 
goals, and solve problems of every size. DG reviewed, monitored, and tracked its progress using the AMS Scorecard and 
teams measure their specific results on huddle boards. The scorecard is used to track metrics in line with the strategic 
plan and other operations.

ADG is organized into the Office of Administration and four divisions: Tribal Gaming, Problem Gambling, Racing, and 
Boxing & Mixed Martial Arts. Each area has a unique set of responsibilities, funding sources/mechanisms, and budget 
in support of the agency’s mission.

While not implemented in Fiscal Year 2021, The Department of Gaming was charged with regulating and enforcing 
event wagering & fantasy sports contests, which was legalized through House Bill 2772 in April of this year. This 
was no easy feat, and ADG worked diligently with the pubic & stakeholders to complete the necessary rules and 
regulations to sucessfully set-up this industry efficiently and responsibly. 

The Steps to Success 

There were several factors that allowed ADG to set up the event wagering & fantasy sports industries on an 
expedited timeline of just 147 days since the signing of the enabling legislation. These include:

Exemption from rulemaking requirements: The Arizona State Legislature passed House Bill 2772 with an 
emergency clause, allowing ADG to execute an accelerated rulemaking process. 

Collaboration & Feedback: Through virtual open public comment sessions and feedback forms, ADG was 
able to accurately and efficiently garner the input of interested parties.  

Clear Communication: ADG made it a priority maintain an open line of communication with the public & 
stakeholders, helping ensure that all parties were aware of all important information and deadlines. 

New Staff: ADG hired experts in the event wagering & fantasy sports field to help set up and directly regu-
late and enforce these new games in the state.

General Services

Finance

Is responsible for the financial planning and administra-
tion of ADG’s monies. Finance is comprised of budget, 
disbursements, accounts receivable, payroll, procure-
ment, and facilities.

Legal Affairs

Acts as in-house counsel on all legal matters and reg-
ularly works with the assigned Attorney General’s Of-
fice attorney in the areas of administrative law, policy 
and rule formulation, public records law, and gaming 
law. Legal Affairs also delivers in-house training to ADG 
staff regarding Arizona Tribal-State Gaming Compact 
compliance and public records. In FY2021, Legal Affairs 
fulfilled approximately 100 public records requests and 
took final steps to convert all ADG records to electronic 
format.

Communications

Serves as the bridge between ADG and the Arizona 
State Legislature, the news media, and community 
at-large. Communications enhances public awareness 
and provides useful and timely information to support 
ADG’s goals and foster respect for all. In FY2021, staff 
provided hundreds of Arizona residents and visitors 
with answers and resources relating to Tribal gaming, 
charitable gambling, problem gambling, unarmed com-
bat sports, racing, and pari-mutuel and simulcast wa-
gering.

Supported the creation of a new and improved Divi-
sion of Problem Gambling website.
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With oversight from the Director, the ADG Office of Administration establishes the objectives 
and structure of the agency and, through the Deputy and Assistant Directors, leads its day-
to-day operations. The Office of Administration oversees General Services, Finance, Legal 
Affairs, and Communications.

Agency Legislation
Every year, ADG’s legislative team represents the Department during the Arizona legislative session. 
The 2021 Legislative Session, which adjourned on June 30, had a total of 1,774 bills posted. Of these 
1,774 bills, 446 passed through both chambers of the Legislature and were signed by the Governor. 

Of the 1,774 bills posted, 7 of these bills were related to ADG. Of these 7 bills, 3 were passed and 
signed into law. Of note was House Bill 2772, which legalized event wagering and fantasy sports 
contests in the state of Arizona.

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Tribal Gaming
Gaming in Arizona is governed by the Arizona Tribal-State Gaming Compacts (Compact) between 
the State and all 22 federally recognized Arizona Tribes. The Compact with each of Tribes is 
substantially identical, lasts for 10 years, and can be renewed for another decade and an additional 
three-year term. The Compact is also part of Arizona Law.

Currently, 16 Arizona Tribes operate 24 Class III casinos in the State. Another six Tribes do not have 
casinos but have slot machine rights that they may lease to other Tribes with casinos (transfer 
agreements).

Under the amended Tribal-State Gaming Compacts, Tribes that operate casinos contribute a percentage 
of their Class III Net Win1 on a quarterly basis to education, healthcare, and other programs that benefit 
Arizonans. Administered by ADG, 88 percent of a Tribe’s total annual gaming contribution is paid to the 
Arizona Benefits Fund2 (ABF), with the remaining 12 percent distributed by the Tribes directly to cities, 
towns and counties in Arizona. In addition to funding ADG's administrative, regulatory, and law enforce-
ment activities, 2 percent of the Tribal contributions distributed to ABF are dedicated and used for prob-
lem gambling education and treatment programs. 

1 Class III Net Win is the difference between gaming wins and losses before deducting casino operating costs. Contributions 
are determined on a sliding scale based on the amount of the Tribe's year-to-date Class III Net Win.

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ADG conducts annual on-site financial and procedural 
reviews of regulated casinos in Arizona to verify compli-
ance with the Compact and its appendices. To ensure 
fairness of authorized gaming activities, an ADG Com-
pact compliance review team checks hundreds of items 
ranging from validating gaming revenues and cash han-
dling procedures, to video surveillance, to casino promo-
tions. ADG audits casino books and records, electronic 
accounting and monitoring systems, and casino mini-
mum internal control standards and procedures.

The Machine Compliance technicians are committed to 
ensuring the integrity of gaming devices and accurate 
payouts for casino patrons.  The Machine Compliance 
technicians strive to be experts in their field, and regular-
ly provide training, insight, and expertise to Tribal gaming 
regulators, operators, manufacturers, independent test-
ing labs, and consumers.

Under the amended Compacts, a maximum of 1,450 gam-
ing machines are authorized at each gaming facility in 
the state.  As of June 1, 2021, there were approximately 
15,300 machines in operation.

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ADG Intelligence (Intel) Special Agents enforce the State’s 
gambling laws by investigating reports of illegal gam-
bling and ensuring involved individuals are prosecuted. 
In many cases, illegal gambling establishments attract 
additional crime and increased calls for service by local 
police departments. ADG Intel helps reduce crime in our 
neighborhoods by working in partnership with local law 
enforcement officers and attorneys to shut down and 
prosecute illegal gambling operations off-reservation, 
as well as assists Tribal authorities with investigations, 
training, and intelligence on suspected criminal activi-
ties in their jurisdictions, when requested. ADG Intel also 
tracks suspicious currency, suspected gambling cheats, 
and persons excluded from casinos for criminal conduct.

The Investigations & Inspections (I & I) team monitors 
Compact compliance and helps ensure issues are ad-
dressed in a timely fashion by conducting regular on-site 
inspections of casino operations and investigating sus-
pected Compact violations and non-compliance issues.

The I & I team reviews Tribal Incident Reports (TIRs) to 
identify areas of concern while working with Tribal regu-
lators to prevent issues from becoming widespread.
With several Arizona Police Officers Standards & Train-
ing (AZPOST) certified Special Agents, the I & I team’s 
on-site presence at casinos increases public confidence 
in the integrity of Arizona gaming, ensures ADG is pro-
active in its regulatory obligations, and supports positive 
relations with Tribal gaming regulatory counterparts.

The I & I team also provides ongoing assistance to the 
Intelligence team by serving search warrants, gather-
ing evidence, conducting investigative interviews, and 
acting as a liaison between Arizona casinos and law 
enforcement agencies in conducting criminal investiga-
tions.

The I & I team coordinates free training sessions to Trib-
al partners on more than 20 topics taught by subject 
matter experts from ADG, the gaming industry, and law 
enforcement. Topics like auditing, security, surveillance, 
and general casino operations, give participants knowl-
edge and information to perform efficiently and
create a safe and friendly work environment. Training 
participants include Tribal regulators, gaming facility op-
erators, other law enforcement jurisdictions, and the
community.

The I & I team also coordinates training sessions in con-
junction with the Arizona Tribal Gaming Regulators Alli-
ance (ATGRA), including the annual New Agent Training 
Academy. Several ADG courses are certified as continuing 
education training credits for Arizona Law Enforcement 
Peace Officers, which assists individuals with meeting 
AZPOST annual training requirements. Based on positive 
feedback received from Tribes and participants, ADG 
continues to expand its training offerings and provides 
more training sessions on more topics each year.

Regulation of Tribal Gaming is funded by Arizona's gaming Tribes as set forth in the Compact, which includes a per-
centage of Class III Net Win and State Certification fees. Tribal Gaming does not receive any tax revenue or general 
fund monies to support its regulatory responsibilities.

Despite the COVID-19 pandemic, DPG was able 
to offer 36 hours of continuing education units 
to treatment providers in the state through an 
online format. This resulted in a larger quantity 
of high-quality training available than in previous 
years.

Per the 2002 General Election Ballot Proposition 202 (Indian Gaming Preservation and Self-Reliance 
Act), ADG shall use 2 percent of the Tribal contributions made to the Arizona Benefits Fund to fund state 
and local programs for the prevention and treatment of, and education concerning, problem gambling.

The ADG Racing Division is responsible for the regulation and oversight of all live and simulcast 
horse racing along with all pari-mutuel horse and dog wagering conducted in the State of Arizona. 
As one of the handful of states that offers a year-round racing circuit, ADG enforces Arizona laws 
and regulations to protect racing participants and the wagering public and serves the horse and dog 
racing industries.

ADG works in collaboration with the Arizona Racing Commission, which issues permits and racing 
licenses, and approves off-track betting site locations and live horse race meet dates. 

Staffed with experienced professionals dedicated to the integrity of the sport, the ADG Racing team 
includes a veterinarian, experienced investigators, a pari-mutuel auditor, and nationally accredited 
stewards.

To enforce laws and regulations and protect racing par-
ticipants and the wagering public, ADG regulates and su-
pervises all commercial and county live horse race meets, 
simulcast dog racing, and on- and off-track pari-mutuel 
wagering. Regulatory activities include: issuing permits 
and licenses, conducting background investigations, con-
ducting licensing hearings and associated investigations, 
performing equine pre- and post-race testing, inspecting 
off-track betting sites, and collecting tax revenues.

The Arizona Racing Commission awards permits for com-
mercial and county fair horse racing, dog racing simul-
cast, and advanced deposit wagering. A.R.S. § 5-107 al-
lows for permits to be issued for horse or harness racing 
and dog racing for no more than three-year terms. Once 
the initial permit is approved, an entity must renew its 
permit before it expires in order to continue operations. 

ADG processes and investigates all license applications in 
a timely manner while ensuring only eligible applicants 
receive licenses in accordance with A.R.S. § 5-108.

The safety of human and equine athletes is a top priority for ADG. In response to a sharp increase in equine fatalities 
over the last three years, ADG initiated an ongoing collaborative effort with Arizona’s horse racing permittees and 
industry stakeholders to proactively address this issue. This collaboration is above and beyond the required equine 
pre- and post-race testing.

An Equine Wellness Committee consisting of ADG personnel, the general managers of Arizona’s race tracks, and mem-
bers of the Arizona Horsemen’s Benevolent & Protective Association met several times in FY2021 to monitor and 
strategize the collaborative efforts to combat the growing trend of catastrophic injuries at Arizona racetracks. In addi-
tion, the Committee met monthly to review the latest injury prevention strategies. Moving forward, this Committee 
has developed the following recommended protocols:

Revenues into this fund in-
clude the Regulatory Wagering Assessment (RWA), licensing fees, pari-mutuel taxes, and racing assessments. 

Laws 2016, Chapter 247 eliminated the hardship tax credit, which is used to offset the amount of pari-mutuel tax 
owed by horse racing tracks. To offset the pari-mutuel tax in future years, horse tracks may use credits awarded prior 
to Chapter 247.

In accordance with A.R.S. § 5-601.02(H)(1), which requires an annual report that includes “a statement of aggregate 
gross gaming revenue for all Indian tribes, aggregate revenues deposited in the Arizona Benefits Fund, including 
interest thereon, expenditures made from the Arizona Benefits Fund, and aggregate amounts contributed by all 
Indian tribes to cities, towns, and counties,” the Arizona Department of Gaming (“ADG”) is pleased to submit the 
following report on tribal contributions for Fiscal Year 2021. 

Background 

With the passage of Proposition 202, in November 2002, and the subsequent new Tribal-State Gaming Compacts, 
the gaming tribes in Arizona are to make tribal contributions to the State on a quarterly basis.  On April 15, 2021, 
Governor Doug Ducey and Arizona Tribes signed the amended Tribal-State Gaming Compacts, modernizing gaming 
in the state by legalizing a new set of Class III casino games at Arizona tribal gaming facilities. Please note, 
contributions in this report have not been impacted by the amended Tribal-State Gaming Compacts and reflects 
contributions pursuant to the previous Tribal-State Gaming Compacts.  Those contributions are based on each 
tribe’s Class III Net Win1. Eighty-eight percent (88%) of a Tribe’s total annual contribution is paid to the Arizona 
Benefits Fund, which is administered by ADG. Pursuant to A.R.S. § 5-601.02(H)(3), monies in the Arizona Benefits 
Fund, including all investment earnings, are to be allocated as follows:

1. Eight million or nine percent (9%), whichever is greater, shall be used by ADG for reimbursement of
administrative and regulatory expenses.

2. Two percent (2%) of the contributions made to the Arizona Benefits Fund are to be used by ADG to
fund state and local programs, for the prevention and treatment of, and education concerning, problem
gambling.

In accordance with the same statute, all other monies in the Arizona Benefits Fund, including all investment earnings 
that are not allocated to ADG as set forth above, are to be allocated in this manner: 

• Fifty-six percent (56%) to be deposited in the Instructional Improvement Fund established by A.R.S.
§15-979;

• Twenty-eight percent (28%) to be deposited in the Trauma and Emergency Services Fund established
by A.R.S. § 36-2903.07;

• Eight percent (8%) to be deposited in the Arizona Wildlife Conservation Fund established by A.R.S. § 17-
299; and

• Eight percent (8%) to be deposited in the Tourism Fund Account established by A.R.S. § 41-2306.

ADG promptly transfers these allocated monies to each of the foregoing funds on a quarterly basis. 

In addition to the monies contributed into the Arizona Benefits Fund, the Indian tribes contribute twelve percent 
(12%) of their total annual contributions to cities, towns, and counties, pursuant to A.R.S. § 5-601.02(H)(4).
